Controversy Arose Over Failure 
of Company to Carry Out 
Its Contract. 


The suit of the City of St. Louis 
against the Kern Incandescent Gas 
Light Co. and the National Surety Co., 
to enforce the collection of $200,000 from 
the bonding company as surety on a 
city lighting contract taken in 1899 by 


the Kern company, was settled at noon 
today for $100,000. 

Federal Judge Dyer entered a judg- 
ment against the surety company for 
that amount and officials of the com- 
pany made out checks to be delivered 
tc city officials. 

The surety company offered to settle 
for $100,000 several years ago, but the 
Municipal Assembly refused to pass a 
bill authorizing the compromise. Mayor 
Kiel, Comptroller Player and City Coun- 
selor Baird consented to the settlement 
of $100,000, which was made binding 
upon the city through the judgment en- 
tered by Judge Dyer. 

‘When the case was called for trial in 
Judge Dyer’s court this morning, City 
Counselor Baird and William C. Mar- 
shall for the company asked for a 
temporary continuance. Baird conferred 
with Marshall and officials of the sure- 
ty company, who first offered a com- 
promise ot $50,000. The city refused to 
accept this sum, but agreed to accept 
$100,000. | 

The case has been in litigation since 
1904, when the city first filed suit against 
the surety company to force it to make 
good fits bond. The Kern con- 
pany -in 1900, during the cele- 
brated contest over city lighting 
in Mayor Ziegenhein’s ad- 
ministration, took a l-year contract 
for lighting the city streets. The price 
was very low, and the company re- 
ee to carry out its contract. |

Undertaker Asks $11,000 on 
Notes of Promoter of South- 
: ern Traction Co. 


REFUSED TO TAKE STOCK 


Promised $5000 for Shares in 
Indiana Company and $6000 
for Services, He Says. 


Frank Kurrus, an East St. Louis un- 
dertaker, testified before Walter Lind- 
ley, Master in Chancery, today, in sup- 
port of his claim of $11,000 against the 


Southern Traction Co. of Illinois, Jep- 
tha D. Howe’s interurban line, which 
was planned to enter St. Louis over the 
free bridge. 

Kurrus said he owned $600 worth of 
stock in the Illinois and Indiana Elec- 
tric Railway Co. which had a right of 
way over a part of the route now cov- 
ered by the Southern Traction, which is 
in the hands of a receiver. This route 
was from Fourth street and Broadway 
in Bast St. Louis to the East St. Louis 
city limits. 

According to Kurrus’ testimony, Fh 
D. Mepham, promoter of Southern Trac- 
tion, offered him $50,000 worth of South- 
ern Traction stock for his $500 worth of 
Illinois and Indiana stock. 

Later, in 1913, he said, after he had 
refused to take the Southern Traction 
stock, Mepham agreed to pay him $5000 
for the Illinois & Indiana stock and 
$6000 for his services in getting the sig- 
natures of property owners along the 
right of way so that the franchise might 
be renewed each year by the East St. 
Louis City Council. 


Kurrus said he turned over the 
stock and obtained the necessary sizg- 


natures and in return received notes 
for $11,000 signed by Mepham. Un- 
til a month ago, he said, he supposed 
Mepham was the sole owner of the 
Southern Traction franchise. 

E. F. Harper, a civil engineer, now 
City Engineer of East St. Louis, also 
presented a claim of $4727 against the 


Southern Traction company.

MRO. IDA ROGERS 
DIES OF POISON 


Narcotic Fatal to 8 Months 
Girl, Kills Boy 2 Years Old 
—Mother Dying. 


LAWYER AT HER BEDSIDE 


Neighbors Tell How Woman 
Left Her Home to Go With 
New York Attorney. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The slow pui- 
son administered six days ago by Mra. 
Ida Rogers to her two babies and her- 


self resulted today in the death of the 
oMer child, John, 2 years old. Lorida, 
8 months old, died last Wednesday. The 
mother’s death is expected shortly. 

Lorlys Elton Rogers, the lawyer, who 
was known as her husband to the 
neighborhood in the Bronx where they 
lived, still kept his vigil at the sick 
woman’s bedside. He had no comment 
to make; nor did Mrs. Annie Roque- 
more Rogers, who divorced Rogers in 
1909, nor Mrs. Caroline Giddings Rog- 
ers, who married Rogers in 1909 and 
lived with him till last October on Riv- 
erside Drive. Mrs. Annie Rogers has 
been a frequent caller at the hospital 
since Mrs. Ida Rogers was taken there, 
but she has declined to listen to ques- 
tions concerning Rogers’ life. 

Left Home for Lawyer. 

More details of the life of ‘“‘Mrs. Ida 
Rogers’’ were obtained at 21 West 
Eighty-fourth street, where Arthur 
M. Walters and ‘his wife of two 
years had an apartment in May, 1907. 
Walters, born in Richmond, Ind., about 
4. years ago, was a salesman in a mill- 
ing reachinery factory owned by his 
father. After having lived in Louisville 
a short time, he came to New York, 
where he was employed on an evening 
newspaper. 

About 10 years ago Walters became 
connected with the B. K. Bloch liquor 
estabiishment. At that time he lived 
in West Fifteenth street and was asso- 
ciated with members of the Washington 
Square art colony. He met Miss Ida 
Sniffen, who lately has gone by the 
name of Rogers, among her friends, and 
after a short courtship married her. 
After having lived in St. Mark’s place 
in Yenkers and in Edgewater, N. J., 
Mr. and Mfs. Walters moved to the 
apartment in West Eighty-fourth street. 

Here they became popular with other 
tenants. Mrs. Walters occupied her 
time painting, and it was not long be- 
fore visitors noticed a tall, gray-haired 
man, who called frequently to admire 
her art works. He was introduced as 
“Mr. Rogers,” a lawyer. 

In the summer of 1909 friends of the 
Walters were told that “Mr. Rogers” 
was a widower. At about the same time 
Lorlys Elton Rogers was served with 
final papers in his wife’s divorce action. 
Then Mrs. Walters told a friend she and 
her husband were aiding him in select- 
ing furniture for an apartment in Riv- 
erside drive, where he intended to live 
after a second marriage. Rogers moved 
to 552 Riverside drive soon after he 
married in Chicago Miss Giddings, sis- 
ter of Prof. Giddings of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

, Remembered by Tenants. 

The lawyer and his bride are remem- 
bered oy tenants in the West Bighty- 
fourth street home as guests of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walters. Mrs. Walters, who had 
féared tuberculosis, told them she had 
been invited to spend the summer at the 
lawyer’s country home in Nyack, N. Y. 
She went there with her husband and 
in the fall of 1911 returned to the apart- 
ment. That winter Walters, a man of 
home tendencies, spent his nights read- 
ing, while frequently his wife and the 
lawyer visited theaters. In the summer 
Mrs. Walters announced she intended 
to go to the country for a rest. Soon 
after Mrs. Walters went away her hus- 
band disposed of wearing apparel she 
had left. At about the same time the 
visits of the lawyer ceased. 

A year and a half later Walters gave 

up his apartment. He said he would 
live in New Jersey. Last year, how- 
ever, he told friends there had been 2 
divorce and that he had remarried. He 
said his first wife was not to blame 
for the separation. She afterward lived 
in an apartment where Rogers was a 
constant caller and which is said to 
have been maintained by him. 
Since the doctors have told the first 
Mrs. Walters that her death is only a 
matter of a few days, she has shown a 
desire to see Walters and an effort to 
find him is being made.

Prosecutor at Buffalo Said to 
Have New Evidence on Killing 
of J. W. Etherbridge.

BUFFALO, Mo., Jan. 4—That John 
Scoville, who was hanged here several 
years ago for the murder of J. W. 
Etherbridge was innocent and had no 
knowledge of the crime, is the informa- 


tion emanating from the office of Prose- 
cutor Biller. The Prosecutor admits he 
is conducting an investigation but re- 
fuses to make public the evidence ob- 
tained. 

It is said that the first information to 
cause the belief that the wrong man 
had been hanged was uncovered by a 
company of Boy Scouts. The company 
camped ‘recently in Dark Hollow, near 
Shelby, in tris county, close to the scene 
of Etherbridge’s murder, and where his 
body was found. 

A mysterious woman who, has been 
calling at the Prosecutor’s office at in- 
tervals for the last two weeks also is 
said to be supplying clews which may 
lead to the positive identity of the 
slayer. 

It is not unlikely that a grand jury 
may be called to make an investigation 
of the new evidence.

Detroit Woman Who Is Desperately 
Trying to Prove She Is Not Negress 


MRS. LITLE HUNTS 
FOR NEW EVIDENCE 
THAT SHE'S Wail 


Abandoned Wife of  Detro.t] 
Druggist Appeals to Official 
to Find Parents’ Friends. 


DENVER. Colo., Jan. 4.—Mrs. Alma 
Boone Little, wife of a Detroit drug- 
gist, now striving to prove her parents 
were white, has abandoned her intention 
of coming to Denver to get affidavits, | 


but in a pathetic ietter to a State offi- 
cial she begs him to continue his ef- 
forts to aid her. Her husband left her 
on the ground that.she was part negro. 

The letter, made public by Secretarv 
E. K. Whitehead of the State Bureau 
of Child and Animal Protection, tells of 
niimerous letters Mrs. Little has re- 
ceived from Denver and Colorado resi- 
dents who recall her parents, George 
and Florence Boone. She asks White- 
head to see persons and if possible, ob- 
tain affidavits from them. One man in 
particular, Frank Benton of the Oxford 
Hotel, she declares, has supplied her 
with valuable information. 

Sends Parents’ Pictures, 

Mrs. Little says she has sent photos 
of her mother and father to persons, 
who purport to have known then’ in 
Mississippi, their original home. Mrs. 
Little was reared by a negro couple 

named Wade in Cincinnati and the 
woman made an affidavit at one time 
that Alma was her daughter. She has 
repudiated this affidavit since and says 
Alma is the daughter of a white couple | 
and was entrusted to her as a child. 
She says the®affidavit was made on the 
representation of a lawyer that Alma’s 
foster father had died leaving her an 
estate of $40,000. The foster mother 
claimed that she was persuaded to add 
Alma’s name to the list of her chil- 
dren so that she might share in the 
estate. 

Mrs. Little says she left her foster 
mother, the negro woman Wade, now 
police matron in Cincinnati, when she 
was 17 years old and went to Seattle. 

New Witness Is Found. 

William F. Sanderlin, an aged ne- 
gro, who has lived here since 1863, to- 
day came fo as the newest witness 
for Mrs. Mittle. He says he recalis 
her as aflittle red-haired child, known 
as “Goldie,” who was in the keeping 
of Mrs. Wade. He says Mrs. Wade 
did not deny at that time that the 
child was white, but said she was 
keeping her for some one. 

Mrs. Little has asked several sci- 
entists if by means of a blood test or 
any other form of test they can prove 
definitely that she is white. So far 
no scientist of good standing has 
been willing to prescribe a test which 
he thinks is absolute.

Russian Regiment Surrounds Ger- 
mans; Fights With Bayonets. 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 4—An official 
communication issued last night by the 
general staff regarding the fighting in 
Poland and Galicia, says: 

“A strong artillery combat has been 
fought all along the front on the left 
bank of the Vistula. The attempt of the 
Germans to gain ground in _ certain 
places in the region of the Bzura River 
was without success. 

“On the-night of Jan. 2 we discovered 
the passage of Germans across the 
Bzura in the vicinity of Kozloff and 
Biskoupi. Having watched the concen- 
tration of the enemy’s forces, one of our 
glorious regiments surrounded the Ger- 
mans. They attacked them with the 
bayonet, without firing a shot, and in 
the hand-to-hand struggle, which fol- 
lowed, killed several hund men. The 
survivors saved their lives by surren- 
dering. 

“About 3 p. m. on Jan. 2, a brigade of 
German -infantry attacked our position 
near Borjimow, northeast of Bolimow, 
but the German assault was repulsed 
with enormous losses by the fire from 
several bhtteries and a counter attack 
made with the bayonet. 

*“‘Desperate fighting occurred during 
the night of Jan. 2, continuing until 
daybreak, to the east of Rawa, where 
we succeeded in dislodging the enemy 
from some of the trenches which they 
had previously taken. 

“South of the Pilica River fighting 
took place at Metairie and Gaschex, 
west of Inowlodz, and also southeast 
of Malagoszcz near Volmine, where we 
repulsed all attacks of the enemy. 

“In Galicia the fighting around Gor- | 
lice and Zakliczyn continues. 

“In the region of the Ussok Pass and 
Rostoki (south of Lisko) we have made 
Loe. | Progress We drove back the enemy, 
pickiwho fled in great disorder. We cap- 
tured 2000 prisoners and some mitrail- 
leuses. Several companies of the Aus- 
trians surrendered in a body. In their 
retreat to Uszsok the Austrians aban- 
doned arms and ammunition.

Chicago Coroner Says Carbolic 
Acid Did Not Kill Mattoon 
Doctor’s Wife. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—Chemical analy- 
sis of the viscera of Mrs. Alice Ronalds 
of Mattoon, Ill., probably must be.made 
before the cause of her death can be 
determined. Wm. McNally, Coroner’s 
chemist, today, made a superficial ex- 
amination of the contents of the wom- 
an’s stomach and asked that other or- 
gans be brought to Chicago for a more 
minute analysis. 

Mrs. Ronalds died Friday night at her 
home under unexplained circumstances. 
A disordered house and bruises and 
scratches on the woman’s face were tes- 
tified at her inquest. Her husband, 
Dr. Harold E. Ronalds, and two serv- 
ants were closely questioned, and were 
kept under surveillance. The witnesses 
at the inquest declared that they be- 
lieved Mrs. Ronalds killed herself. Dr. 
G. M. Cook, Coroner of Coles County, 
who is investigating the death, con- 
ferred with Coroner Hoffman of Cook 
County and his chemist. 

After the conference, Hoffman said: 

“We know positively that it was not 
earbolic acid that killed Mrs. Ronalds, 
but we cannot make public the nature

Old Testament days scenically 

were on view at the Olympic The- 
ater last night when Louis N. Parker's 
impressive drama, “Joseph and His 
Brethren,” received its first St. Louis 
presentation. 

There was much of the human element 
of Holy Writ’s most. dramatic story also 
in evidence, thanks to a company of 
whieh James O'Neill, “doubling’’ in the 
strongly contrasted roles of Jacob, the 
Hebrew patriarch, and Pharaoh, whom 
the Egyptians proudly called “the King | 
of Kings;’’ Brandon Tynan as Joseph, 
the dream-reader, and Irma Lerner as 
Zuleika, the wife of Potiphar, were the 
three competent leading figures. a 

Quite naturally, too, the play’s most 
intensely emotional moment, found its 
development in one of the earliest of all 
“triangle” situations, this moment being 
reached with the repulsed wooing of Jo- 
seph by Potiphar’s faithless spouse 
which nas made that Jewish lad’s name 
@ synonym for austere virtue through all 
succeeding ages. 

Fortunately, also, for the drama of the 
story, Miss Lerner’s playing of Zuleika 
competently realized the possibilities of 
the: role and so completely visualized 
the aspect of that Circe of the Bible, as 
cherished in the world’s imagination, 
that there was no disappointment in this 
critical. essential, upoa which depends 
s0 much of the story’s appeal to one’s 
dramatic sense. As a result of this 
truth there was a notable period during 
the play’s progress when the Zuleika of 
her drawing stood out commandingly in 
the foremost station of absorbing inter- 
est. 

Notwithstanding this truth. however, 
the majestic Jacob and the haughty 
Pharaoh of James O’Neill’s seasoned 
playing remain in one’s memory as th 
most impressive creations of the per- 
formance, and the youthful Joseph por- 
trayed by Brandon Tynan comes a close 
second in fidelity to the spirit of the 
Good Book's tremendous story. 

This is as it should be in a properly 
balanced telling of the tale across the 
footlights, the value of each of the 
three principal figures being so well es- 
tablished in the ancient narrative that 
there can be no disturbance of their 
original relation, one to the other, with- 
out the peril of impairing the dramatic 
beauty of one of the most perfectly 
shaped dramas in all human history. 

The work of the supporting company 
was excellent in the main, save that 
there were occasions when a somewhat 
too fervid vociferousness attained the 
danger point of overplaying. As a rule, 
however, the inherent dignity of the 
Parker play was fittingly maintained 
and it progressed to its appointed end 
with much of the statelness which is 
the essential demand for its satisfying 
presentation. 

The crafty and evil-souled Simeon 
drawn by Henry Harmon, the finely 
loyal Reuben of George C. Gunthers 
picturing, and, later, the boyish Ben- 
jamin presented by Gareth Hughes, were 
the “high lights”’ in the group of Jo- 
seph’s brethren, the responsible factors 
in the creation of so great a part of the 
story’s wide dramatic sweep. 

Other notably worthy performances 
were the Potiphar of Robert Wayne, 
the Asenath, beloved by Joseph, of Mer- 
cedes Desmore, and the antiquely hu- 
morous Enenkhet, first the jailer and 
later the steward of Joseph, and- the 
big cast as a whole was fairly satis- 
fying. 

The stage pictures presented during 
the course of the evening were of dis- 
tinct value in their atmospheric effects 
as intensifying the appeal of the drama 
proper. 

They included well-conceived repre- 
sensations of the tents of Shechem, the 
wells of Dothan, the tent of Jacob, the 
interior of Potiphar’s house, the garden 
of Potiphar, the room of Zuleika, the 
prison where Joseph languished for two 
weary years, the throne room of Pha- 
raoh’s palace, a desert painting with 
the pyramid. in the distance, and, finally, 
an exterior view of the house occupied 
by Joseph as over-lord of Pharaoh's 
kingdom. 

The incidental music couthoced and 
adapted by Arthur Farwell was capa- 
bly interpreted by a special orchestra 
and proved to be congenially in accord 
with the spirit of the great story itself. 
The séveral big dancing numbers inci- 
dental to the performance were well 
presented.

as ment of arms and ammunition from the United 


States to European belligerents if they were 
sincere. 

The ostensible object of the embargo is to 
shorten the war. If shipments of arms and am- 
munition from the United States are prevented, 
say these gentlemen, the war couJd not go on. 

But Germany does not get arms and ammunition 
from the United States. Besides Mr. Vollmer 
frankly expresses the view that Germany is un- 
conquerable. | 

In view of the facts and the statements of the 
advocates of embargo the object is not to deprive 
all belligerents of arms and ammunition, but to 
déprive the allies of the means of resisting Ger- 
many and thus shorten the war by giving Ger- 
many opportunity to gain a quick victory over 
her enemies. 

But the United States wants to be friendly and 
to keep on good terms with all the nations at 
war, not Germany and Austria only, but England 
and France. We want to be strictly neutral. 

If we violated precedent and international cus- 
tom; if we resorted to an unwarranted interfer- 
ence with business, ostensibly to shorten the war 
in the interest of humanity, but really to help 
Germany to a quick victory, would not England 
Frasca and Japan ‘view our action as hostile? 
Our act#c. would probably be futile as a means of 
ending tie war, because arms and ammunition 
would be obtained here, despite our policing, or 
elsewhere; but we would seriously offend all the 
nations opposing Germany and Austria. 

To get at the heart of the matter let us ask 
this question: If Germany were obtaining arms 
and ammunition from the United States and her 
success ‘depended upon it, would Representatives 
Bartholdt and Vollmer urge an embargo? 

Let us be Americans above all—before we are 
German, Austrian, English or French sympa- 
thizers. 


‘‘WAVE’’ OF FPIRH ALARMS, TOO. 

While police measures of special severity are 
being urged on account of a “wave” of crimes 
perpetrated with violence, figures are printed show- 
ing that 4678 fires took place in St. Louis during 
1914, of which 500 were incendiary and 3000 easily 
preventable. 

Five hundred incendiary fires—nearly 10 a 
week, more than one a day. And one moderate- 
sized fire may cause greater jeopardy to life and 
greater damage to property than all the robberies 
and hold-ups of a month. 

With an average of more than 12 fires a day, 
of which nine are easily preventable, special pre- 
ventive measures against the flames may be as 
valuable as special preventive measures against 
bandits. 
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COEROING A OOMMISSIONER. 
Messrs. Cummins, Clapp and La Follette have 
set up new standards for the Senate when its pre- 
rogative of advice and consent is joined to the 
presidential prerogative of nomination in complet- 
ing the constitutional process of selecting public 
officers. 

They demand that Commissioner Hall, who has 
been renominated as a member of the Interstate 
Commerce Board, shall appear before their com- 
mittee and explain why he voted for the 5 per 
cent increase in railroad rates in December after 
having opposed any general increase at the time 
of the partial increase granted in July. Until he 
appears his confirmation is to be held up. 

This is calling the Commissioner in question for 
the exercise of one of the judicial functions of his 
office. Such a course is improper unless action 
from unworthy motives is notorious or is alleged 
in specific charges filed with the Senate. 

Messrs. Cummins, Clapp and La Follette know 
why Mr. Hall and other Commissioners changed. 
Everybody knows the reasons. They were set out 
in detail in the opinion filed by the commission. 
The coercion of facts compelled the increase and 
they do not require any apology to the senatorial 
trio. 

Because Mr. Hall is the one Commissioner now 
in need of senatorial confirmation, it is unfair to 
compel him to bear the brunt of an act in which 
a majority of the commission joined. Messrs. Cum- 
mins, Clapp and La Follette lack vigor in visiting 
their resentment. If in voting for the increase 
Mr. Hall did something for which he should be 
rejected, then the Commissioners who voted with 
him did something for which they should be im- 
peached. 

Would the three dare to bring impeachment pro-: 
ceedings? 

RUBBER TIRES VS. TROLLEYS. 

Surface street railways owners see new trouble 

ahead. It is coming on rubber tires. Here and 
there, in a more or less rudimentary form, it 
has arrived. London’s municipally owned trolley 
trams have been badly hurt, financially, by the 
competition of a chartered company operating 
5000 44-passenger double-deck motor buses. New 
York’s surface street railway owners are pleading 
with that city’s government to not subject them 
to “unfair competition” by licensing bus lines to 
parallel trolley lines. Charging double the trolley 
fare, New York’s busses, it is said, are cutting ever 
deeper into the traction revenue. 
In Houston, 65 automobile owners, to turn an 
honest penny in dull times, have set up, each for 
himself on a regular route, in opposition to the 
street railway company; they carry passengers 
te any point on any paved street for five cents. 
The traction company complains that the “jitney 
cars,” as the predatory automobiles are called, 
(jitney being an old Southern slang name for a 
petty coin), bave already drawn off 40 per cent of 
the street railway revenue. Citizens long used ti 
paying a nickel apiece for a straphold in a crowd- 
ed street car exhibit what the traction magnates 
deem a disloyal delight in preferring a 5-cent seat 
in a motor car. The car owners, each his own 
chauffeur, earn $5 to $10 daily, net. 
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In Los Angeles scores of iitney cars are thriv-

ing. me men have bought new cars to engase 
in the profitable 5-cent traffic. 

We shall not be surprised if within the next 
decade some of the better paved and more Dro 
gressive cities of the United States witness the 
large-scale substitution of the swift, noiseless and 
apparently cheaper and more profitable motor bus 
for the clumsier, noisier, costlier surface trolley 
lines. It seems fairly certain, indeed, that urban 
transportation of the future will combine the 
speed and carrying capacity of underground ex- 
press trains linking city center to suburbs, with 
the surface service of the silent, cheap and com- 
fortable rubber-tired motor vehicle. 

At any rate we may comfort ourselves with 
these so agreeable reflections while we swing at 
the end of a car strap in our crowded, chilly, 
noisy and sometimes smelly street cars. 
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OUR VANISHED FLAG AT SEA. 

On certain commodities of which the surplus 
is large, Liverpool and other European com- 
mercial centers fix the pnice, and the cost of 
ocean carriage depresses the price the producer 
receives. This is what gives the late enormous 
increase in ocean freights its vital importance 
to this country. 

But on other commodities, in fixing the price 
of which the producing countries exert a more 
determining influence, the cost of transit will be 
added to the price English and other European 
consumers must pay. This is what makes prob- 
able some action by British officials for checking 
the continuous rise in rates, perhaps for reduc- 
ing present rates. 

The assumption, however, that the British Cab- 
inet will take measures against extortionate war 
charges by vessels under the British flag does 
not lessen the obligation resting on Congress to 
pass, and pass promptly, the ship purchase Dill. 
Such an opportunity as now exists for restoring 
our trading marine to the position it held be- 
fore our own Civil War may not come again for 
hundreds of years. The administration would 
be singularly lacking in judgment and in vision 
if it did not propose vigorous measures, without 
Government aid, if possible; with Government aid 
if necessary. Of the record of the two parties in 
éffort for the revival of American shipping the 
Cincinnati Enquirer says: 

The Republican party has regularly an- 
nounced its devotion to the American mer- 
chant marine, but during all its years of 
unbroken power it signally failed to keep its 
promise to the people and left our harbors 
and all other harbors in the world singularly 
vacant of vessels flying our flag. 

The present administration for the past six 
months can show more vessels flying the 
American flag through its policies than 
the Republican party can show in the eight 
years of Grant, the four years of Hayes, 
the four years of Garfield, the four years of 
Harrison, the 16 years of McKinley and Roose- 
velt, a total of 36 years.

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THE LATEST MILL TAX DEFEAT. 

The decision of the State Supreme Court in the 
mill tax case was rendered Dec. 19. If, in the 10 
days permitted for a rehearing motion Sundays 
and holidays were to be counted, the limit would 
expire on Dec. 29, and the motion would have to 
be made before the same Justices who joined in 
the original judgment. If, however, the rule could 
be construed as excluding Sundays and holidays, 
the limit would expire Jan. 2 and the motion could 
be made before the re-organized court with which 
the new Justice would sit. 

The United Railways legal advisers adopted the 
latter construction. The majority Justices in rul- 
ing that 10 days mean 10 days were supported by 
one of the minority Justices of Dec. 19. The com- 
pany’s practice of taking advantage of all rules, 
court customs and technicalities which may be in- 
terpreted in such a way as to prolong the litiga- 
tion is again illustrated in this latest defeat added 
to the many prior defeats encountered in resist- 
ing the tax. 


A MEDICAL DIOTUM OF i912. 

The following report on Convict Charles W. 
Morse of the Atlanta prison, submitted to Presi- 
dent Taft by Surgeon-General George Henry Tor- 
ney of the army, was made public on Jan. 18, 1912: 

A careful review of these reports makes it 

clear to my mind that he Is suffering from a 
complication of diseases due to degenerative 
changes which are incurable and progressive. 
The reports show that the condition of both 
the kidneys and the heart is growing worse. 
I regard the attack of cardiac dyspnoea, or 
heart block, from which he suffered on the 
15th, as an ominous occurrence. In my opinion 
the prisoner’s duration of life will be, in all 
probability, less than one month if. kept in 
confinement and in the event of his release 
under commutation of sentence it is not prob- 
able that he will live as long as six months. 

But after two years 11 months and 12 days pho- 
tographs of Mr. Morse show him the picture of 
health when he raised the colors on the steamer 
Oceana Thursday, in inaugurating the first Amer- 
ican line between New York and the Bermudas. 
The circumstances of his release justify an in- 
quiry, not for the further himiliation of Mr. 
Morse, who seems to be making a good use of the 
opportunities clemency has given, but for the en- 
forcement of stricter professional and other stand- 
ards in the medical corps.

We remember, well, that in the fall of 
1913, when Col. R. L. Hedges announced 
Branch Rickey as manager of the 
Browns, one of the oldest local inhab- 
itants, whose shoulders were bent under 
the weight of many baseball losers, 
gave his head an omniscient nod and 
said: 

‘Boys, get a wrench, the Colonel is a 
nut.’’ 

There were others, in number a multi- 
tude, who marveled at the vagaries of 
American justice that incarcerate‘ 
Harry Thaw in Matteawan and permit- 
ted Hedges to roam at large. 

The impudent assumption of this guy 
Hedges that a rah-rah like Rickey, a 
man whose managerial experience had 
not extended even to a bush league, 
would elevate the proverbial tail-end- 
ers of Sportsman’s Park, fairly ‘palled 
on other magnates. Loud expressions of 
sympathy were heard on ali sides, but 
tnese notwithstanding, Hedges ap- 
pointed Rickey and then cranked iis 
big touring car for a trip to the coast. 


Hedges an Originator.

(Rickey) would be back in the spring. 
Ditto Hedges. 

Rickey’s manner, style and conversa- 
tion impressed Hedges, who, two weeks 
later, mailed the young catcher a check 
for $400 to bring his salary for the pre- 
vious season up to reasonable propor- 
tions. 

A month later McAleer traded Rickey 
to New York. That sort of gummed the 
effects of Hedges’ gift. At least, for 
the time being. However, Rickey went 
his way to a town where Sunday ball 
was already banned. In time he quit 
the Yankees and went West to p ce 
law, locating in Utah.
